Consolidate and amend the Laws relating- to Petit 
Juries in Ireland. 



W HEUEAS it is expedient to consolidate and amend the 
Laws relating to Petit Juries in Ireland : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
5 Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 



1. This Act may be cited for all Purposes as “ The Juries Act 
(Ireland), 1S66.” 



2. This Act shall extend to Ireland only. 

10 3. In this Act and the Schedules annexed hereto the following 

Words shall be respectively construed as herein-after defined, 
unless there be something in the Subject Matter or Context 
repugnant to such Construction or Definition ; that is to say, 

The Word “ County ” shall mean and include a Hiding of a 
15 County having a separate Commission of the Peace, and also a 
County of a City and a County of a Town : 

The Word “ Court ” shall mean and include each of the Superior 
Courts of Common Law at Dublin, and every Court of Assize, 
[Bin 41.] A Nisi

Nisi Priiis, Oyer and Terminer, and Gaol Delivery, and every 
General Sessions of tlie Peace, and every Recorder’s Court : 

The Word “ Judge” shall include every Justice and Commis- 
sioner of Assize, Nisi Prius, Oyer and Terminer, and Gaol 
Delivery, and also every Chairman of Justices presiding at 5 
General Sessions of the Peace for any County, and every 
Recorder, and also every Person duly appointed and acting as 
Deputy for any of the Judges aforesaid : 

The Word “ Sheriff” shall include Under Sheriff. 

The Words “ Clerk of the Peace ” shall include Deputy Clerk of 10 
the Peace : 

The Words “ Clerk of a Poor Law Union ” shall include Deputy 
Clerk of a Poor Law Union. 

4. Prom and after the Commencement of this Act the several 
Acts and Parts of Acts set forth in the Pirst Schedule hereto 15 
annexed, to the Extent to which the same are by the said Schedule 
expressed to he repealed, shall be and the same are hereby repealed, 
except as to anything done before the Commencement of this Act, 
and except as to the Enforcement of any Penalty for any Offence 
committed before the Commencement of this Act, and except so 20 
far as any of the said Acts or Parts of Acts expressly or by Impli- 
cation repeal any former Act or Acts or Part or Parts of any former 
Act or Acts. 

5. Every Man, except as lierein-after excepted, resident in 
any County in Ireland, who shall be either in his own Name or as 25 
a Member of a Pirm or Copartnership rated for the Relief of the 
Poor in respect of Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments within 
such County, of the net annual Value of Thirty Pounds or upwards, 

or whose Name shall appear in the Register for the Time being 
of Parliamentary Voters for such County, or for any Borough 30 
wholly or partly included within such County, as a Freeholder or 
Copyholder or Lessee or Assignee of a Lease of any Lands, 
Tenements, or Hereditaments situate within such County, or 
within any Borough or Part of a Borough included within such 
County, of the net annual Value of Twenty Pounds or upwards, 35 
shall be qualified and liable to serve on all Juries for the Trial of 
all Issues, Civil and Cri min al, joined in any of the Queen’s Courts 
and triable in the County in which such Man shall reside, and 
shall also be qualified and liable to serve on all Grand Juries within 
such County, and on all Inquests and Inquiries duly held within 40 
such County under any lawful Writ or Commission, by or before 
any Sheriff or Coroner,- or by or before any Master of or Commis- 
sioner appointed by any of the Superior Courts of Common Law or 

Equity, 
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Equity, oi - by or before any Commissioner appointed under the 
GreatSeal, or the Seal of the Court of Exchequer : Provided always, 
that every Man, except as herein-after excepted, who shall carry on 
any Trade or Business in any House, Office, Shop, Store, or Place 
B of Business in any County in Ireland, shall, for the Purposes of this 
Act, he deemed to he resident in such County. 

6 . All Persons above the Age of Sixty Tears ; all Peers and Exemptions. 
Privy Councillors ; all Judges of any of the Queen’s Courts of jjf. 4W ' 4 ’ 
Beeord ; all Members of Parliament ; all Serjeants and Barristers- 
10 at-Law actually practising, or holding and performing the Duties of 
any Place or Office of Emolument under the Crown ;. all Proctors, 
Attorneys, and Solicitors actually practising and having duly taken 
out then- annual Certificates ; all Officers of any of the Queen’s 
Courts, or of any Ecclesiastical Court, actually performing the 
15 Duties of then- respective Offices ; all Recorders, resident Stipen- 
diary Magistrates, Coroners, Gaolers, and Keepers of Houses of 
Correction actually performing the Duties of then- respective 
Offices- all Poor Law Inspectors and Sub-Inspectors, Inspectors 
and Sub-Inspectors of National Schools, Prisons and Eactories; all 
20 Medical and Surgical Practitioners duly registered and actually 
practising ; all Apothecaries actually carrying on Business and 
duly certified hy the Court of Examiners of the Governor and Com- 
pany of the Apothecaries Hall of the City of Dublin or of London ; 
all Officers of Her Majesty’s Navy or Army on Pull Pay or on 
25 active Service ; all Persons employed and acting in the Service of 
the Police, Constabulary, Customs, Excise, or Post Office; all 
Sheriffs, Sub-Sheriffs, and Sheriffs Officers; all Town Clerks, 

Parish Clerks, and Clerks of Petty Sessions, and their respective 
Deputies; all County Surveyors, County Treasurers, and Secretaries 
30 to Grand Juries, and their respective Deputies, Clerks, and Assis- 
tants ; all Notaries Public, and Commissioners for taking Affidavits 
for any of the Superior Courts of Law or Equity; all Masters of 
Vessels and duly licensed Pilots ; all Publicans and Persons licensed 
to sell Spirits by Retail to be consumed on the Premises ; and also 
35 all Persons heretofore exempted by virtue of any Prescription, 

Charter, Grant, Writ, or Local or Personal Act of Parliament, 
shall he absolutely freed and exempted from serving on any Jury 
or Inquest whatsoever, and the Names of such Persons shall not be 
inserted in the Jurors Lists or Jurors Books to be prepared by 
40 virtue of this Act, as herein-after directed : Provided always, that if 
the Name or Names of any Person or Persons so exempted as 
aforesaid shall be inserted in any of the said Jurors Lists or Books, 
and shall not have been removed therefrom as herein-after provided, 
such Person or Persons shall not, if returned upon any Pannel or 
fill A 2 Pannels, 
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Pannels, Toe entitled to claim Exemption from serving on any Jury 
or Juries called from sncli Pannel or Pannels, or be excused, chal- 
lenged, or objected to by reason only of being entitled to Exemption 
as aforesaid. 

7. No Justice of the Peace shall be su mm oned, impannelled, or 5 
permitted to serve as a Juror at any Sessions of the Peace, or in 
any Civil Bill Court or Eecorder’s Court, within the Jurisdiction of 
which he is a Justice. 

8. All Infants under the Age of Twenty-one Years ; all Persons 
not being natural-born Subjects of the Queen (except in the Cases 10 
herein-after expressly provided for) ; all Persons attainted of 
Treason or Eelony, or convicted of any Crime that is infamous 
(unless having obtained a free Pardon), or having at any Time 
wit hin Eive Years undergone Punishment by Imprisonment for any 
Criminal Offence ; all Bankrupts not having obtained their Certifi- 15 
cates, and all Persons discharged as Insolvent Debtors, shall be 
disqualified from serving on any Jury or Inquest whatsoever : 
Provided always, that if any Person or Persons so disqualified as 
aforesaid shall be sworn and shall have served upon any Jury or 
Inquest, and shall not have been objected to by reason of such Dis- 20 
qualification before Verdict, such Verdict shall not thereafter be 
impeached or questioned by reason of such Person or Persons 
having so served as aforesaid. 

9. Nothing herein contained shall deprive any Alien charged 
before any Court with any Eelony or Misdemeanor of the 25 
Eight of being tried by a Jury de medietate linguae, but on 
the Prayer of every Alien so charged the Sheriff or other proper 
Officer shall, when so ordered by the Court, and within such Time 

as the Court shall direct, return for One Half of the Jury a com- 
petent Number of Aliens, if so many there be in the Place where 30 
the Trial is had, and if not then so many as shall be there found, 
and no such Alien Juror shall be challenged for Want of any 
Qualification with respect to Property required by this Act, but 
every such Alien may be challenged for any other sufficient Cause.

Court or One of the Courts to be holden during the said Period 
within such County for the Revision of the Register of Parlia-

any Cause shall he unfit to serve as a Juror, and bv inserting 
therein the Name of every Man whose Name shall not appear 
therein respectively who shall be qualified and liable to serve 
under this Act, and by correcting and supplying all Errors and 5 
Omissions which shall be found in either of the said Lists ; and 
when the said Lists shall have been so revised and amended, the 
Chairman or Barrister who shall have revised the same shall sign 
each of the said Lists at the Foot of the last Page thereof, and shall 
deliver the same to the Clerk of the Peace of the County, who 10 
shall place the same among the Record in his Office, and shall 
allow the same to be inspected at all reasonable Times without 
Hindrance, Fee, or Reward. 

17. The Clerk of the Peace of every County in Ireland shall, 

on or before the First Day of December in every Tear, cause to 15 
be printed a complete and true Copy of each of the said Lists, so 
revised and signed as aforesaid (each of said Copies to be printed 
in a separate Book), that is to say, of the “ General List of Jurors ” 
and of the “List of Special Jurors," and shall certify each of the 
said Books under his Hand, signed at the Foot thereof, to be a 20 
complete and true Copy of each of the said Lists respectively, and 
shall, on or before the First Day of December in every Tear, 
deliver the same Books so certified and signed to the Sheriff of the 
County ; and the said Books shall be respectively called “ The 

Jurors Books for the Tear ” and “ The Special Jurors 25 

Book for the Tear ” (inserting the Calendar Tear for which 

each Book is to be in use) ; and every Book so prepared shall be 
brought into use on the First Day of Milary Term next after it 
shall have been so delivered by the Clerk of the Peace to the 
Sheriff, and shall be used until the First Day of Hilary Term of the 30 
Fear next following , and thenceforward until a new Book shall 
have been in like Manner made and delivered as aforesaid instead 
thereof ; and every Sheriff on quitting his Office shall deliver all 
the said Books to the succeeding Sheriff. 

18. If any “Jurors Book” or “Special Jurors Book” shall 35 
be found to contain any Name which ought not, or to omit any 
Name which ought to appear therein, it shall be lawful for any of 
Her Majesty’s Superior Courts of Common Law, or for any Judge 

of any of the said Courts, or for the Chairman of Quarter Sessions, 
or Recorder for the County for which such “Jurors Book” or 40 
“ Special J urors Book ” shall have been prepared, upon Complaint 
thereof, made upon Oath of the Fact by any Person whomsoever, 
to order any or every Sheriff, Clerk of the Peace, or Clerk of a 

Union, 
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Union, or any or every other Person or Persons who shall have 
prepared or taken part in preparing such “"Jurors Book” or 
“ Special Jurors Book,” to attend in person before such Court, 
Judge, Chairman, or Recorder, and there to produce all or any 
5 Documents in the Custody, Possession, or Procurement of any such 
Person which such Court, Judge, Chairman, or Recorder shall 
require ; and if upon Inspection of the said “Jurors Book” or 
“ Special Jurors Book,” and Examination of the said Persons and 
Documents, or any of them, any Defect or Defects, Error or Errors, 
10 shall be found in the said “ Jurors Book ” or Special Jurors Book,” 
the said Court, Judge, Chairman, or Recorder shall order the same 
to be corrected or amended, and such Correction or Amendment 
shall be forthwith made and signed in such “ Jurors Book ” or 
“ Special Jurors Book ” by theElieriff, in the Presence of the Court, 
15 Judge, Chairman, or Recorder ordering the same ; and if any such 
Person as aforesaid shall fail to attend when so ordered, or to pro- 
duce any Documents required as aforesaid, or if upon such Inspec- 
tion or Examination as aforesaid any such Defect or Defects, Error 
or Errors, shall be proved to the Satisfaction of such Court, Judge, 
20 Chairman, or Recorder to have been caused by the wilful Act or 
Default, or by the culpable Negligence of any One or more of the 
said Persons, it shall be lawful for such Court, J udge, Chairman, or 
Recorder, in a Summary Way, to set any Eine not exceeding Tioenty- 
fu:e Founds , for each Defect or Error so caused as aforesaid, upon 
25 every Person wilfully or culpably causing such Defect or Error as 
aforesaid, and to direct such Eine to be applied in Payment of the 
Costs of the Person or Persons who shall have complained of the 
same, or otherwise in such Manner as the Court, Judge, Chairman, 
or Recorder inflicting the Eine shall think fit. 

30 19. It shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of every County, and 

for every Town Council empowered to make Presentments, as 
the Case may be, from Time to Time, at the next ensuing Assizes 
or Presenting Term, and they are hereby required, without previous 
Application at Presentment Sessions or otherwise, to present all 
35 such Sums of Money as they shall deem reasonable and necessary 
for defraying the Expense of any Printing done in pursuance of 
this Act, and any other Expenses attending the Execution of this 
Act. 

20. No Jury Process shall henceforth be necessary in any 
ID Case whatsoever ; but it shall be lawful and sufficient for the 
Judge or any One of the Judges of any of Her Majesty’s Courts 
before which the Attendance of Jurors shall be required, Eifteen 
Days at the least before the Eirst Day upon which such Attendance 
[41.] B shall

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shall be required, to issue a Precept for the Return of Jurors under 
the Hand of such Judge, to the Sheriff or other Officer to whom 
the Return of Jurors shall belong, and from whose Bailiwick or 
Jurisdiction the Attendance of Jurors shall be required; and such 
Precept shall command the Sheriff or other Officer to whom the 5 
same shall be issued to summon and return on a Hay or Days to be 
named therein, or from Day to Day after a Day or Days to lie 
named therein, as Occasion shall require, a competent Number of 
good and lawful Men of the Body of the County qualified 
according to Law, and shall not require the same to be returned 10 
from any particular Yenue nothin the County ; and whenever the 
Attendance of Special Jurors shall be required before any such 
Court, such Precept shall further direct the Sheriff or other Officer 
to whom the same shall be issued to summon and return in like 
Manner a sufficient Number, to be named therein, of good and 15 
lawful Men of the Body of the County, qualified according to Law, 
to serve as Special Jurymen ; and every such Sheriff or other Officer 
shall, pursuant to such Precept, and without any other Authority, 
summon and return all such Men as he shall be so required to 
summon in manner lierein-after provided ; and the Men so sum- 20 
moned and returned shall be qualified and liable to serve upon all 
Juries sworn or impannellcd to try any Issue or Issues whatsoever 
which may come on for Trial before such Court, subject to all just 
Challenges and Objections. 

21. Provided always, That it shall be lawful and sufficient for 25 
any One Judge of any of the Superior Courts of Common Law at 
Dublin, Pifteen Days at the least before the Commencement of 
each Term, to issue One general Precept for the Return of Jurors, 
under his Hand, to the Sheriffs of the County of Dublin and 
County of the City of Dublin respectively, commanding each of the 30 
said Sheriffs respectively to summon and return a sufficient Number 
of Common and Special Jurors for the Trial of all Issues in the 
Superior Courts of Common Law and Consolidated Court of Nisi 
Prius which may come on for Trial in any of the said Courts 
during such Term, or the Sittings after such Term ; and the said 35 
Sheriffs respectively shall, pursuant to such Precept, and without 
any other Authority, summon and return a sufficient Number of 
such Jurors accordingly in manner herein-after provided ; and the 
Men so summoned and returned shall he qualified and liable to 
serve upon all Juries sworn or impannelled to try any Issue or 40
